The action of the president in that mat- 
ter constituted @ rebuke to Mr. McReynolds 
for yielding to the powerful official pressure 
exerted to obtain a postponement of the 
Caminetti trial. 


McReynolds Avoids Criticisnt. 

The attorney general ii credited with the 
determination that there shal be no recur- 
rence of such criticism of his administration. 
He has resisted the appeals of powerful Dem- 
ocratic. politicians for favors at his hands. 
Now it is the president, not the attorney gen- 
eral, who has yielded to the pleas for clem- 
ency. 

Last week President Wilson pardoned Ar- 
thur French, the Minneapolis banker, con- 
victed of violation of the banking laws, on 
the eve of his commitment to the peniten- 
tiary. Recommendation of the pardon had 
been refused by Mr. McReynolds. In a some- 
what stormy interview he informed the dele- 
gation of friends of the convicted banker that 
French, in hig opinion, is precisely the type 
of offender who ought to be compelied to un- 
dergo the punishment fixed by the court. 
Then the delegation appealed to the White 
House and obtained the pardon within a 
week.

The Japanese regalia consist, first and 
foremost, of a mirrer, then of @ sword and 
also a tusk shaped jewel, all of which are 
said to have been bestowed upon Jimmu, 
first emperor of Japan, by his mother, the 
sun gaddess, 600 years before the beginning 
of the Christian era, According to Japanese 
legend, the sun goddess bestowed these 
symbols of sovereignty with the words: 

“ Look upon this mirror as if it were my 
own spirit and reverence it aa you would 
my own presence. For centuries upon cen- 
turies shall thy descendants rule this em- 
pire. Govern this country with purity, like 
the light that radiates from the qurface of 


the mirror. Deal with thy subjects with 


the gentleness typified by the bland and soft 
luster of the jewels. Combat the enemies 
of thy empire with this sword.” 

These words have been used ever since 
throughout all these 2,500 years in the in- 
vestiture of Jimmu's successors on the 
throne of Japan im the direct male line, with- 
out a break, until the present day. g

The influence of the regalia upon the Jap- 
anese people is phenomenal. Coming from 
the gods to Jimmu, the first emperor-—him- 
self a descendant of the godg—the existence 
of the regalia dates from the very founda- 
tion of the Japanese empire. Without the 
regalia the empiré hardly would be con- 
ceivable to the Japanese people. The whole 
tradition of the dynasty is bound up there- 
with and the possession thereof bestows 
sovereignty by divine right.

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Mme. Gluck’s Art Revives 


Ancient Glories of Song. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 


ME. ALMA GLUCK gave her first re- 
cital for the present season yesterday 
afternoon in the Studebaker theater 
before the numerous and adoring gath- 
ering of music lovers that usually 

greets her, with results that make it dificult 
to preserve a calm and judicial state of mind 
which the critic occasionally flatters himself 
is typical of his craft. Confronted with the 
manifold beauties of Mme. Glucks song and 
the many charms of her personality, there 
seems slight need for reticence, and it ie only 
with an effort that on sober reflection the rec- 
ollection of trifi laws in her art intrudes 
among the delightful memories of her recital. 

After Mme. Gluck had sung her firat group 
of ancient Italian, English, and French airs 
one contemplated sending a rush order to 
Parnassus requesting that Mme. Sembrich‘'s 
mantle be cut down to fit the slender, graceful 
shoulders of her latest pupil. For it was not 
necessary to announce that Mme. Gluck had 
spent a recent period of study under the guid- 
ance of the great Polish soprano. Her song 
proclaimed it in the perfect purity of the tone, 
in the faultless taste that guided interpretative 
intention, and in he gracious, joyous spirit 
that animated the whole art. One sent up a 
prayer of thanksgiving te the muse that the 
noblest aspects of the art of song were not 
to be permitted to varnish from the earth be- 
cause there is no place for them in modern 
opera; and with recollections of Mme. Sem- 
brich and Mme. Melba as they sang in their 
prime, refreshed by Mme. Gluck, one prepared 
to measure her art by the exalted standards 
of her immediate predecessors. 


— 

It ia Mme. Gluck’s fault if the total impres- 
sions of her recital make it necessary to assure 
her that beautiful as ia her art at present, she 
must wait and work a while before it may 
be said truly that she is the equal of the great 
mistresses of song who ruled the last gen- 
eration. But it is also in place to express the 
hope that each step in her progress toward the 
exalted goal of art which she seems destined 
to attain will be submitted for the approval 
of Chicago music lovers. For even with the 
faults of youth her song is the most sympa- 
thetic of her generation. 

The voice is warmer than Mme. Sembrich's 
voice ever was. The tone lacks something of 
the focused intensity and something of reap 
faultiess precision and flexibility that belo 
to that great artist; and there are sun ry 
shortcomings in the vital matter of breat 
control. ut these things are matters of tech- 
nic, and if Mme. Gluck continues as she has 
begun she surely will acquire them. In the 
meantime the same apirit of restraint and re- 
finement and superlative musicianship lives in 
her song as it lived in the song of Mme. Sem- 
brich, and one hastens to greet her as the 
next great singer of the world.

A detailed account of the recital must tell a 
tale of beauty many times repeated. It began 
with the perfect vocal art demanded by the 
music of Pergolesi, Handel, and Viardot, as set 
forth in the opening group. Here Handel's 
wonderful air, “O Sleep! Why dost thou 
leave me?” was the most satisfying moment.
